This 
means Canada will permit Nova Sco- 
tia coal to come into the United States 
free, while coal from the Alleghenies 
and westward will go into Canada free 
of duty. The Ways and Means com- 
mittee will meet today and, according 
to the present program report a bill 
on the above lines. It is expected it 
will pass the House today.

SKIRT AND COKSET COVER. 


This is a durable lace and rather more 
showy thau the other, but it is not so 
dainty. 


Drawers are nearly all made very 


short, reaching no farther than the 
knee and trimmed with umbrella 
flounces, each being ruffled all they 
wiil hold. These garments for all of us 
are now made almost likt- those worn 
by the skirt dancers as far as ruffling 
is concerned. 
Umbrella 
ruffles 
are 


made with one deep shaped flounce, 
and on this is set another, and this is in 
turn decorated with several rows of 
lace or fine embroidery gathered on 
full. Pretty bows of narror.- ribbon are 
set at the sides. I may ?lso mention 
the fact that the top is fitted closely so 
that nothing may Interfere with the 
set of the close fitting dres.s. 


Xext comes the corset waist and 


skirt combined. This is a comparative- 
ly new idea and 5s plain or ornate, ac- 
cording to circumstances. 'Many of 
them are half fitted to the figure and 
quite long, so that they can be used as 
flips under dresses for dancing if so 
desired. In such a case they are made 
of the finest of batiste, and they are 
trimmed richly with lace. 


While most of the skirts have ruffles 


of !ace at tlie bottom, many have the 
insertion above plain ruffles of the ba- 
tiste. This plan is often adopted for tlie 
corset slip underskirt. Tliat is a long 
name, but it is the only one that de- 
scribes it. Some of these have three 
and four ruffles around the bottom, 
with a row of lace above the hem as an 
insertion. This in some wr.ys is more 
satisfactory than-the edge of the lace, 
which is apt- to become frayed at the 
bottom.

FRENCH REVOLUTION

llanj- were the daring plans duriug 


the reign of terror in I'siri* to MVC gomo 
patrician who was about to be led to 
the guillotine. .Among them that which 
was conceived for tlie young Marquise 
de la Favette was probably the most 
pathetic in its results. 


Jean Truville was an idealist. Though 


of good but not noble family, he joined 
the revolutionary forces simply through 
a desire to better the condition of the 
lower classes. When, however, he saw 
Paris deluged with blood, he learned 
how dangerous it is to put power into 
the hands of people who do not know 
T 


bow to uso it. Jean had studied the 
law and before tbe revolution had been 
summoned to the Chateau Favette to 
draw the old duke's will. There he had 
met the Marquise Louise, his daughter, 
and she had won bis hrart not only by 
the charm of her presence, but by treat- 
ing him as her equal.

judge. 


'T may easily be identified from por- 


traits of me in the Chateau Favette. 
Besides, my father must have left a 
will. In that will he surely made pro- 
vision for my return, for he had no 
proof of my death. As to proof of my 
statement respecting my supposed sis- 
ter, I have provided rayself with the 
sworn statement of Rachel Duprey, 
who carried the babe to the chateau."' 


The citizen" judge looked at the young 


man who proposed to give his life for 
another with astonishment, then read 
Rachel Duprey's statement. 


"Arrest this man and stay the execu- 


tion of Citizeness Favette." 


Jean was imprisoned in the concier- 


gerie while the court investigated the 
truth of his statement 
The will of 


the late duke on file verified Jean's 
statement as to the missing heir, and 
Rachel Duprey stood by her written af- 
fidavit that she bad carried Louise to 
the chateau. The court was too busily 
engaged in its bloody work to probe 
the matter and decided to consider Jean 
the rightful heir to the Favette estate. 
The nest question was, should he, hav- 
ing voluntarily given himself up, be 
executed.

France- He iind been left for dead on 
a bank-field, taken by a lrapjx:r west- 
ward and captured by a tribe of In- 
dians in »hc then wilderness of Ohio.

Jrarnt-d something of 1he plan by 
which she had been saved from death.
